PART IV:  RESPONDENT’S POSITION SUMMARY 
4/20/05:   Respondent statement on Part V of the TWCC-60: 
F=  Per TWCC MFG, 134.202(6)(B)(II) “If the examining doctor determines MMI has been reached and there is no 
impairment because the injury was sufficiently minor, an IR evaluation is not warranted and only the MMI evaluation 
 portion of the examination shall be billed and reimbursed.”  Amount reimbursed per MAR.” 
5/6/05:   “This letter…submitted…in response to the additional documentation…payment of $65.53 per MAR for the 
MMI evaluation portion of the 6/12/04 examination…This decision was made based on Der. Carlson’s completion of 
Part IV of the TWCC-69.  He marked 18.1)…Per TWCC MFG 134.202 (6)(B)(ii)…only the MMI evaluation 
portion…shall be billed and reimbursed.”     
“In a letter dated 3/21/05, Dr. Carlson stated “MMI and IR exams were required with this patient…Dr. Carlson had 
the option to mark Part IV b) of the TWCC-69…If he had marked this option, MBMS would have recommended 
payment per MAR for the Impairment Rating evaluation…” 
 
 
PART V:  MEDICAL DISPUTE RESOLUTION REVIEW SUMMARY, METHODOLOGY, AND/OR EXPLANATION 
 
• The TWCC-60 request was received by MDR on 3/31/05 seeking additional reimbursement for DOS 6/12/04. 
• The narrative report of the impairment evaluation attached to the TWCC-69 gave a 0% Whole Body 

Impairment Rating (WBIR).  Proper reimbursement is determined by all the documentation including this 
report that an examination/evaluation was performed.  According to the Advisory 2004-01, the carrier must 
read the report describing the calculation of the IR in order to determine which method was used to assign 
the IR and to reimburse the health care provider appropriately.  Proper reimbursement is not limited to the 
marks on the TWCC-69 alone. 

• CPT code 99455-V3-WP was billed for DOS 6/12/04.  The attached “Impairment Rating Report,” that 
accompanied the TWCC-60 form, included History, Examination, Impression/Diagnoses, Whole Body 
Impairment %, Discussion of Findings and attached worksheet.  According to Rule 134.202 (e)(6)(B)(iii) the 
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doctor billed accordingly:   (e)(6)(C)(i)(II), modifier applicable, (e)(9)(R) designating whole procedure, and 
(e)(6)(C)(iii) for the cost of the services.   Therefore additional reimbursement is recommended.  Amount 
due:   Amount billed:  $348.00 – payment received of $65.53 = remaining due of $282.47.
